‘“‘We sent out a survey with our

Winn noted that the new $5 fee 
for classes such as needle arts, line 
dancing, yoga and cake decorating 
amounts to a 50 cent charge for 
each class in the ten-week courses.

The Board of Health, director of 
health, director of Public Works, 
and the selectmen, in their role as 
sewer commissioners, have given 
plaza. owner Gordon Bloom of 
Plaza Realty Trust the go-ahead to 
build the pump, which will collect 
sewerage from the entire plaza and 
discharge it into the existing 
Sanitary sewer. 

The new pump will be owned, 
operated and mainained solely by 
the plaza, Town Manager Jared 
S.A. Clark reported to the 
selectmen Monday night. 

In addition to building the new 
pump, the plaza owner will be per- 
mitted to correct a problem within 
the existing sewer system and con- 
nection at the plaza. 

Plans for improving and expan- 
ding the plaza’s sewer system are 
consistent with the sewerage 
regulations adopted by the Board of 
Health, as well as the sewer ad- 
ministrative policy and com- 


prehensive plan adopted by the 
sewer commissioners, Clark told 
the board. 

He added that the work must be 
performed to the satisfaction of the 
division of Public Health and the 
director of Public Works. 

Last month, Shawsheen area 
residents told the selectmen they 
are opposed to plans to add a 400- 
seat twin cinema and 10 to 14 stores 
to the plaza. Spokesman Joyce 
Rossitto of 363 North Main St. said 
the new businesses will create traf- 
fic and parking problmes at the 
already busy shopping center. 

However, the manager reported 
Monday night that opposition to the 
plaza addition has ‘‘quieted down’’ 
in recent weeks. ‘‘We are trying to 
respond to conerns about the 
(potential) traffic problems,’ he 
said, explaining that Police Chief 
James Johnson is awaiting the 
results of a traffic study he has re- 
quested from the state Department 
of Public Works. 

The plaza owner maintains that 
plans to redesign the parking lot, 
and hire a police officer to direct 
traffic during busiest hours should 
prevent traffic problems.

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Enmore St. Folks To Park On Sidewalk 


The residents of four homes on Enmore 
Street say the town’s winter ban against 
overnight on-street parking leaves them 
with no safe place to park their cars every 
night. 

The selectmen Monday night offered the 
residents a solution, on a trial basis only: 
parking on the sidewalk. 


The residents had hoped the selectmen 
would exempt them from the traffic regu- 
lation that prohibits on-street parking 
from midnight to sunrise, Dec. 1 through 
Apri! 1; the board enacted that regulation 
in 1968. 

Atty. Kenneth Holmes of Lawrence, rep- 
resenting the four homeowners, said the 
ban created a ‘‘hardship’’ for the residents 


because their homes have no driveways, 
and there is no room on their property to 
build driveways 

In past years, residents of those houses 
parked in an empty lot on the street, but a 
house has now been built on that lot, Rich 
Marino of 32 Enmore St. told the board. 


Holmes said the town manager had sug- 
gested the residents park on a small street 
connecting Enmore Street and Linwood 
Road, where the cars would not be in the 
way of snowplows. But the residents were 
not satisfied with that solution because the 
connector road is approximately 130 yards 
from their homes — too iar for them to 
feel safe during a night-time emergency, 
the attorney said. 


‘‘My wife has a baby and there’s another 
one on the way,’ Marino added. ‘‘I think 
it’s unreasonable to expect us to run down 
the street in the middle of the night in an 
emergency.” 

The attorney argued that allowing the 
residents to park their cars on one side of 
the street would not create any expenses 
for the town, and that the street is wide 
enough to allow the parking. 


Other Enmore Street residents have 
said that they are not opposed to letting 
their neighbors park on the street, Holmes 
added. 

Selectman Jerry Silverman, who lives 
on nearby Dufton Road, agreed that it 
would be nearly impossible to build drive- 


Inadequate Night Police 
~ Protection Is Discussed 


Phillip Cronin of the recently-created 
Wildwood Neighborhood Association Mon- 
day night told the selectmen that inade- 
quate night-time police protection is at 
least partly to blame for a series of early 
morning break-ins in his neighborhood. 


Cronin, of 9 Ivy Lane, presented the 
selectmen with a petition for additional 
police patrols in the Wildwood Road area, 
signed by 201 residents. 

He explained that there have been seven 
break-ins in the neighborhood since Hal- 
loween, with four of them occurring be- 
tween | and 6 a.m., while the victims were 
asleep. On Dec. 8, during the most recent 
incident, an Ivy Lane resident was at- 
tacked and “‘left for dead,’ Cronin said. 


“This has been shocking, it really has,” 
the neighborhood spokesman said. ‘‘None 
of us have slept very well. There have 
been r? arrests, or even any good sus- 
pects.” 

The area residents were surprised to 
learn that only two cruisers patrol the 
entire town every night, with a total of 
four officers on duty, and that the number 
of patrolmen on duty at night has not been 


increased for nearly ten years, Cronin 
said. 


“This lack of protection in the early 
morning is very serious,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s a 
question of the responsibility here of pro- 
tecting all of us.”’ 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark indi- 
cated that the police have increased pa- 
trols in the Wildwood area recently, but 
are working with ‘‘limited resources. 
There is vandalism in Ballardvale, and a 
high crime rate in West Andover, plus all 
the other work they are expected to do.”’ 


Plans to increase police personnel have 
been undercut by Proposition 2'2, he 
added. ‘‘I really don’t have anything en- 
couraging to say, the manager com- 


mented. “‘It’s pointless to add services - 


now when they will only be cut next year.” 


However, he said that patrols could be 
increased to some extent by reassigning 
personnel on the three shifts, perhaps tak- 
ing some officers off the early evening 
shift and adding them to the early morning 
shift. 

But the third shift could not be signifi-

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cantly increased without additional per- 
sonnel, Clark said. He added that the 
allocation of manpower is one facet of the 
police contract, which is currently under 
negotiation. 

Cronin called the recent creation of the 
Wildwood Neighborhood Association the 
‘brighter side’’ of the crime problem. 


The neighborhood group has formed a 
telephone system for alerting one another 
to suspicious activity in the area, has 
started a monthly newsletter, and plans to 
meet monthly, Cronin said. 

Social activities such as block parties 
are also in the offing to keep the group 
flourishing, he added: ‘‘I think you'll find 
we are not a flash in the pan.”’ 


Cronin also praised the efforts of Crime 
Prevention Officer Joseph Oulette, who 
has met several times with groups of 
Wildwood Road area residents and is now 
acting as the neighborhood's liaison to the 
police department. 

Oulette has brought two ‘major mes- 
sages’’ to the residents, Cronin said: to 
call the police without hesitation ‘“‘when- 
ever you see something strange, and to 
keep an eye on neighbors’ homes. 

‘It sounds very simple,’ he said, ‘‘but it 
took Joe Oulette coming out to our houses 
and talking about this to make it happen 
He’s very effective.” 

The officer also makes safety checks of 
homes, and demonstrates a variety of 
locks. 

The neighborhood activities apparently 
have had some impact on crime, Cronin 
told the board. ‘In the past six weeks, 
we've not even had any vandalism.” 


The residents are now planning to apply 
for funds from the town’s Community 
Watch Committee, to help add lighting to 
their homes. 

Both the selectmen and town manager 
commended the Wildwood Neighborhood 
Association for the group's crime preven- 
tion efforts. ‘It's one of the more con- 
structive things I've seen accomplished in 
my three years on the board, commented 
Chairman James Abramson 

“You've got a loat-going for you out 
there, added Selectman Susan Poore 
“When a neighborhood begins to help it- 
self, the problem is already fifty percent 
solved.’ 


ways on the residents’ property because 
there is a ‘‘25-foot embankment”’ on their 
side of the road. ‘‘You’d have to tunnel 
through it to build a driveway on Rich's 
side of the street,’’ he commented. 

Silverman proposed that the board grant 
the exemption: ‘‘I know we don’t like to 
make exceptions,’ he explained, ‘‘but 
these people really have a problem.”’ 

But Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark 
maintained that allowing the residents to 
park on the street would force snowplows 
to return the following night — with driv- 
ers on overtime — to clear the side of the 
Street where the cars had been parked. 

“Putting the town to that additional 
expense’’ would not be appropriate under 
Proposition 242, he suggested. 

And, Clark added, granting an exception 
that is not ‘‘absolutely necessary (because 
parking is available on the connector 
road)’’ would not be wise, because it 
would prompt other residents in the area 
to request exemptions as well. 

Director of Public Works Robert Mc- 
Quade suggested the compromise of park- 
ing on the sidewalk, and Atty. Holmes 
quickly agreed that that would be accepta- 
ble to the residents, as long as they would 
not be ticketed for parking there. 

Selectman Chairman James Abramson 
asked the residents to report their license 
plate numbers to the town manager, to be 
relayed to the police department. Only 
those cars would be allowed to park on the 
sidewalk, he said. 

The chairman also asked the residents 
to sign releases waiving any rights to file 
claims against the town for damage to 
their cars: ‘‘I don’t want to see the bills 
for their mufflers when they go over those 
curbstones,’’ he warned. 

While three board members voted to 
support the motion on a trial basis this 
winter, Selectman Norma Gammon voted 
‘“present’’ (Selectman Edward Harris was 
absent). ‘I'm a little bit worried about 
this. We may be opening Pandora's 
box, she explained. ‘‘A lot of people in 
Shawsheen have spent mucho bucks to put 
in driveways on small lots, just to comply 
with this regulation.” 

Selectman Susan Poore emphasized that 
the sidewalk parking is on trial through 
April |. “If we end up with 150 requests for 
this in the coming year, we may have to 
reconsider.

If there is one attribute the Andover board of selectmen 
seems to hold to tenaciously,it is their ability to protract an 
issue or item over long periods of time. 

It has been characteristic of past.boards and certainly is 
being perpetuated by the incumbents, particularly with re- 
gard to the awarding of a cable television franchise. 

The board was given the opportunity to have the matter 
over and done with last October when an advisory committee, 
appointed by them made their recommendation. 

Selectmen held the required hearing on the matter, during 
which represetnatives of both firms which were considered 
by the advisors had the opportunity to provide further input to 
the selectmen, the awarding authority. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, the board and the town 
manager opted for going to consultant services to assist in the 
final determination and award. 

After considerable differences of opinion regarding various 
consultants, the two firms finally agreed on one and also on 


payment for the services. 


It had been hoped that the consultant review and recom- 
mendations would be before the board by Feb. 23 in order that 
a decision could be made at that session.

WASHINGTON -- Sources 
close to President Ronald 
Reagan expect him to dere- 
gulate domestic oil prices 
very soon. The paperwork is 
ready. It’s marked “top 
secret” and runs about 200 
pages. Only three copies are 
said to exist. 

This sensitive report was 
prepared by Reagan’s ener- 
gy transition team and hand- 
ed over to the new energy 
secretary, Jim Edwards. 
Some sections were deliv- 
ered to President Reagan 
himself. 

The report presents three 
options. The first calls for 
immediate decontrol. The 
second allows a slower 
decontrol process over a few 
months. e third option 
simply holds to the Carter 
administration’s schedule, 
which calls for decontrol in 
October. 

The transition team clear- 

ly favored immediate decon- 
trol. Under the other two 
options, the move would be 
anticipated months before it 
happened, and the experts 
don’t believe this would have 
a healthy impact on the 
market. The preparations 
might also be thrown off by 
some imponderable like the 
Iraq-Iran war. 
*’ Right now, the report 
argues, crude oi] stocks are 
high. This would minimize 
the impact of immediate 
decontrol. The increase in 
e— prices should be 
imited 

But the report does antici- 
pate problems. Small inde- 
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Reagan’s ready to uncap 
oil prices, say sources 


pendent refiners, for exam- 
ple, are now able to pur- 
chase crude oil at subsidized 
prices. Decontrol would 
make it difficult for them to 
compete with the big boys. 
Some of them would be driv- 
en out of business. 

The top-secret report 
makes one other urgent 
recommendation. The Ener- 
gy Department should plan 
better for energy emergen- 
cies. Contingency planning 
has been relegated to a 
small office but Reagan’s 
aides believe this should be 
given far more attention. 

SHAKY SYSTEM: Mil- 
lions of Americans depend 
on Social Security for food 
and shelter. But the system 
is shaky. The cost to the tax- 
cee is going up and the 

nefit checks are buying 
less at the supermarket. 

A congressional! study has 
termed the entire Social 
Security system a “time 
bomb” that could “explode 
unless it’s defused.” 

At one time, President 
Reagan talked about scrapp- 
ing Social Security altogeth- 
er. Then he suggested it be 
turned into a _ voluntary 
system. 

Now he has given up this 
idea. Congress could never 
be persuaded to abolish or 
alter Social Security. The 
most Reagan can hope to do 
is squeeze some of the fat 
out of the system. Sources 
close to the president say 
this is exactly what he 
intends to do. 

We have seen some of the 
unpublished investigative 


reports on the Social Securi- 
ty system. They show that a 
staggering $2 billion is wast- 
ed every year on the disabil- 
ity program alone. 

The bureaucrats find it 
easier to pay claims than to 
investigate them. “As many 
as 584,000 beneficiaries are 
not currently disabled but 
(are) still receiving disabili- 
ty benefits,’ states an 
unpublished report prepared 
by the General Accounting 
Office. 

More than half of the 
scheduled medical examina- 
tions in one recent year 
were never performed at 
all. Yet these are supposed 
to determine whether appli- 
cants for disability benefits 
are entitled to them. 

Up to 80 percent of the 
claimants on the disability 
rolls, the GAO investigators 
found, are never re-evaluat- 
ed once their names are on 
the list. 

These are just a few of the 
Social Security abuses that 
are now endangering the 
whole system. The new pres- 
ident will try to eliminate 
them rather than change the 
system itself. 

POPULAR CLUB: Attor- 
ney General William French 
Smith has come under fire 
for his membership in the 
exclusive all-male Bohemi- 
an club of San Francisco. 
It’s no worse, he believes, 
than belonging to the Boy 
Scouts. 

Smith also has some high- 
ranking company. Other 
members of the Bohemian 
club include Justin Dart, the 
California millionaire who is 


part of Reagan's inner 
circle, Vice President 
George Bush, conservative 
columnist William F. Buck- 
ley, Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger -- and 
Ronald Reagan himself. 

Indeed, the membership 
roster of the Bohemian club 
reads like a Who’s Who of 
big business and Republican 

litics. 

WELL REPRESENTED: 
There are no Hispanics or 
Jews in Reagan’s new Cabi- 
net. But there are two 
Schwenkfelders. 

The Schwenkfelders are a 
small! Christian sect which 
was started by a German 
named Casper Schwenckfeld 
von Ossig in the 16th centu- 
ry. The followers of 
Schwenckfeld’s brand of 
Protestant Reformation 
were brutally persecuted 
and 180 of them emigrated 
to Pennsylvania in 1734. 

Today, there are 2,500 
Schwenkfelders in the Unit- 
ed States. Among them, are 
the secretary of health and 
human services, Richard 
Schweiker, and the secre- 
tary of transportation, Drew 
Lewis. 

FREE SERVICE: The 
Soviet Union owns a retreat 
for its diplomats in a scenic 
area of the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland. Recently, the 
Russians called on the local 
fire department to quench a 
blaze on their property. 
Since the diplomats don’t 
pay taxes, they got the ser- 
vices of the firefighters free 


of charge.

around the hot abolitionist movement 
Anti-slavery meetings were held in his 
house. Some were attended by William 
Lloyd Garrison, editor of the ‘‘Liberator”’ 
and Harriet Beecher Stowe, author of 

Uncle Tom’s Cabin.”’ 

William Jenkins did far more than pre- 
ach freedom for the slaves; he actually 
hid and sheltered them by making his 
house a Station on the Underground Rail- 
road leading to Canada. William was so 
strong an abolitionist that he spoke at 

. length against slavery as a state legislator 
in the 1840's. In 1844 he withdrew from 
South Church because he considered its 
members too lukewarm about this moral 
issue. Two years later the Free Church 
was established in protest. The slides 
show exactly where in the house fugitive 


slaves were hidden. 


From an economic point of view, Wil- 
liam Jenkins was innovative and success- 
ful. He built a saw mill along the Skug 
Rivér on his property, the foundation of 
which we show. the water-powered mill 
produced lumber for local construction 
and for shipbuilding. Ship's knees and oth- 
er material were hauled by ox team to 
Ipswich and Danversport. 

Even more enterprising was the devel- 
opment of a soapstone quarry on his prem- 
ises. The blocks were sawed or cut into 
many shapes, usually for building con- 
struction but sometimes for gravestones. 
Soft when quarried, this stone became 
hard and durable after exposure to air 

For many years the Jenkins family even 
operated a large cranberry bog on his 


property 


The Andover Historical Society has one 
slide show which covers the exteriors of 
many old Andover houses. What distin- 
guishes the Jenkins house show are the 
many slides showing the details of con- 
struction of the interior of this large 


house. 


The William Jenkins house story reveals 
two aspects of life in Andover during the 
{9th century: unusual business initiative 
and a social conscience—which was to 
lead to the Civil War arfd was to reshape 


American history.

Pump Station Down To Single Machine 


One of the two pumps at the Riverina 
Road sewage pumping station is now un 
dergoing repairs, leaving the town without 
a back-up pump — and leaving town offi 
cials to hope it doesn't rain soon, the town 
manager reported to selectmen Monday 
night 

Part of one pump, the impeller, was 
found to be ‘‘badly damaged’’ nearly two 
weeks ago, according to Town Manager 
Jared S.A. Clark, after Public Works em 
ployees noticed that the pump was leak- 
ing 

The pump is now being repaired, the 
manager said, but the impeller must be 
replaced; assuming that the other pump 
will soon need a new impeller as well, two 
have been ordered, at a total cost of $40,- 
000, Clark said. The pumps are now 17 
years old, and have a life expectancy of 20 
years, he added. 

The manager expects a delay of 10 to 20 
weeks before the new parts are delivered. 
Until then, the pumping station will oper- 
ate without a back-up pump, he said. 

Ordinarily, only one pump is active at a 
time: The two pump alternate, pumping 
an average total of four and one-half gal- 
lons during a typical day. 

But when necessary, the two pumps 
operate simultaneously, pumping nearly 
three times the usual amount. Clark re- 
called the heavy rains and flooding of 
February 1978, when the pumping station 
was nearly flooded out. 

“If we had lost the pumping station 
then, two-thirds of the community would 
have had no sewerage for several weeks, 
including the Raytheon and Gillette 
plants, the center of town and residential
